One  of  our  night  conftables  having  been  ft  rapped  down  in  his 
bed  for  feveral  days,  delirious  and  frantic,  in  a violent  Fever,  his 
wife  was  perfuaded  to  try  your  medicine;  the  effect  was,  a fine 
breathing  fweat,  which  turned  the  diforder,  fo  that  he  thence- 
forward grew  better,  till  quite  recovered.  The  wife  told  me, 
that  fhe  “ believed  Norris’s  Drops  had  faved  her  hufband’s 
life.” 

The  child  of  Mr.  Edkins,  (a  painter  in  St.  James’s  Church-

A boy  about  nine  years  old,  in  a fever,  at  a board ing-fehool, 
growing  worfe  and  worfe,  without  one  good  fymptom  about  him, 
the  mafter  grew  very  uneafy  : it  was  now  about  the  eighth  day  of 
the  diforder,  when  he  feemed  ftupid,  and  the  Doctor  had  laid,  “ it 
would  be  fome  time  before  he  was  well,  it  he  recovered.”  The 
Drops  were  now  fecretly  given  in  plenty,  and  every  thing  elfe 
laid  alide.

My 
diftrefs  cncrcafed  very  faft,  and  the  warm  liquids  that  were 
given  me,  returned  in  a few  feconds,  for  nothing  would  yet 
remain  on  my  ftomach ; they  gave  me  caftor-oil,  but  it  came  up 
in  a moment;  and  now  I grew  fo  deplorably  bad,  that  my  life 
feemed  to  be  in  danger.  An  univerfal  cold  fweat,  accom- 
panied by  faintnefs,  was  followed  by  a benumbing  cold,  that 
feized  my  hands  and  feet,  (although  in  a warm  parlour)  and 
was  approaching  to  my  knees,  when  they  trembled  under  me, 
and  I was  no  longer  fu pportable  by  thofe  who  held  me,  but  de- 
lired  to  return  to  my  bed.  All  pofitions  were  alike  intolerable, 
and  I began  to  think  of  a diffolution.  In  this  extremity,  my 
fon  (late  your  happy  patient  in  London)  came  to  the  bed- 
fide,  and  afked  me  what  I thought  of  the  Fever  Drops ; now  I

fpiration  by  taking  another  dofe  as  before,  and  fo  continued  re- 
peating my  glafs,  at  times,  ’till  I found  myfclf  pcrfc&ly  well  at 
eafe,  for  about  36  hours  ; and  in  lefs  than  a week  went  abroad 
as  well  as  ever.  I ought  to  have  mentioned,  that  after  taking 
the  Diops,  inftead  ot  the  depreffion  abovementioncd,  a very  free 
diuretic  difeharge  followed  in  a few  hours,  without  the  lcaft  un- 
eafinefs.  Next 
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Next  follows  a cafe  that  I can  hardly  think  to  have  been  ex-

A poor  indubrious  woman,  the  unhappy  wife  of  a wretch 
who  is  gone  a privateering,  caught  the  fpotted  fever,  by  ad- 
venturing to  a flirt  ahoufe  full  ot  lick,  which  every  one  elfe  had 
abandoned.  She  was  hcrfelt  an  invalid  at  the  time,  never 
having  been  her  own  woman,  as  bie  faid,  fince  (two  years  ago) 
lhe  underwent  a courfe  of  mercurials  for  a bad  dibemper  re- 
ceived from  her  hufband,  which  had  left  her  fubjedtto  pains  in 
the  bowels  and  limbs,  with  a complication  of  diforders  ; in 
this  bate  lhe  received  the  infection,  the  putrefeent  fymptoms 
were  accordingly  very  rapid  ; but  what  indreafed  the  danger 
and  mifery  of  this  poor  woman,  cathartic  medicines  had  been 
given  her,  which  had  brought  on  a black  flux  ; and  now  the 
Doctor  was  fo  certain  of  her  death,  that  he  cautioned  thofe 
about  her,  not  to  let  the  body  remain  long  unburied,  &rc. 
And  thus  the  patient  lay  in  a clofe-ground  apartment,  very  ill 
attended,  and  under  every  difadvantageous  circumbance  ; when 
a well-difpofed  perfon,  who  had  already  lent  her  two  fmall 
bottles  of  your  Fever  Drops,  wilhed  me  to  call  and  fee  her,  as 
a perfon  lying  ill  Amply  of  a fever,  which  I did  ; but  when 
thole  about  her  had  told  me  the  particulars  above-mentioned,  I 
defpaired  of  her  recovery.

I 
commended  his  firmnels,  and  by  one  means  or  other  we  got

The  patient  was 
fupported  with  good  coniac,  toddy,  &c.  and  in  the  morning 
< we  found  a tolerable  pulfe  kept  up.  We  ordinarily  gave  the 
Drops  in  Port ; and  now  began  a continued  conflict,  as  it  were, 
between  death  and  the  medicine,  each  alternately  gaining  ground. 
The  fpots  were  out  in  abundance,  and  the  flux  continued  ; the 
patient  had  not  the  leaft  retention  from  the  firfl,  and  lay  in  a 
deplorable  condition ; at  leveral  other  times  lire  feemed  to  be 
dying,  and  even  had  what  is  called  the  death  rattles  upon  her 
more  than  once  ; but  when  thefe  ghaftly  fymptoms  appeared,  the 
Drops  were  our  fheet  anchor,  and  manifeftly  faved  her  life,  at 
three  or  four  feveral  times.  In  fome  three  or  four  days  the 
flux  flopped,  and  at  the  fame  time  the  patient  found  herfelf 
better.

A middle-aged  woman,  of  a weakly  conftitution,  was  awaked 
in  the  night  by  a violent  pain  in  her  bowels,  which  increafed  to 
fuch  a degree  as  fcemingly  to  threaten  her  life ; file  had  taken 
many  things  without  effect,  and  indeed  nothing  would  remain

breathlefs  too,  made  her  feveral  times  conclude  he  was  dead,  till 
by  laying  on  her  hand  every  now  and  then,  fhe  was  fatisfied  to  the 
contrary.

At  the  earneft  delire  of  a friend,  I went  to  fee  a man  who 
lay  very  ill  in  the  difordcr;  he  had  kept  his  bed  feveral  days, 
growing  worfe  and  w orfe,  and  was  thought  to  be  in  great  dan- 
ger ; we  gave  the  Drops  as  direcled  in  frefti  colds,  but  made 
very  flow  advances  in  the  cure.

A Letter  from  Wm.  NORRIS,  Efq.  of  Nonefuch , Wiltfhire. 


S you  feem  defirous  of  communicating  to  the  public  the 
obfervations  which  have  been  made  by  thofe  who  have 


either  taken  themfelves,  or  adminidered  to  others,  your  Drops 
for  Fevers,  I cannot  but  think  it  incumbent  on  me,  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  good  effects  I have  experienced  from  them, 
both  in  myfelf  and  family,  to  tranfmit  you  a diort  account  of  the 
refult.

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ft  /TR.  GEORGE  PATERSON,  House-Painter 
to  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of 
Wa  les.  No.  145,  Biihopfgate  (wtt/joiitJ,  London,  in 
a Letter  to  Dr.  Norris,  dated  February  15,  1788, 
writes  thus  :
